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Glorify  Your  Garden  Early  Next  Spring  With  Dutch  Bulbs 


TULIPS 


For  Outdoor  Growing.— Set  the  bulbs  4 or  5 inches  deep,  and  5 to  0 inches  apart.  Plant  in  October 
or  November,  before  the  ground  freezes,  in  good  garden  soil.  We  recommend  the  use  of  a little  sand  mound 
each  bulb. 

For  Pot  Culture.— Use  a good  potting  soil  or  fiber  and  set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  just  show  above 
the  surface  The  time  to  pot  the  bulbs  is  between  September  and  the  last  of  November.  Use  3 or  4 bulbs 
to  a 5-inch  por  6 or  7 to  a 7-inch  bulb  pan,  or  10  bulbs  to  an  8-inch  bulb  pan.  To  allow  root  growth  to 
develop  properl v it  is  well  to  break  apart  the  skin  at  the  base  of  the  bulb  just  before  potting,  keep  pots 
in  a dark  cool/ airy  place  until  roots  have  developed  and  top  growth  has  started;  then  the  bulbs  can  be 
placed  in  the  light. ' The  ideal  method  is  to  pot  at  intervals  of  ten  days  so  as  to  have  a succession  of  bloom. 

\Ve  send  out  Tulip  bulbs  of  selected  quality  only.  We  advise  the  planting  of  bulbs  as  soon  as  possible 
after  thev  are  purchased  (or  if  necessarv  they  may  be  kept  for  awhile,  it  bags  are  opened  and  in  a cool,  dry 
place).  Varieties  prefixed  by  an  asterisk  (*)  are  best  for  forcing.  For  bedding,  in  particular,  care  should  be 
taken  to  select  varieties  that  bloom  at  the  same  time.  The  letter  following  each  variety  indicates  the  earli- 
ness  of  bloom;  the  As  flower  together  and  are  the  earliest;  the  B's  follow  before  the  A’s  are  out  of  bloom, 
etc.  The  figure  following  the  variety  indicates  the  height  in  inches,  as  an  aid  in  arranging  the  beds. 

DARWIN  TULIPS 

For  the  borders,  among  other  hardy  flowers,  for 
isolated  grouping  against  a background  of  shrubs, 
or  for  combinations  of  delicate  colors  for  effects  of 
contrast  in  the  flower  garden,  the  Darwins  are 
matchless.  They  flower  about  the  middle  of  May, 
a time  in  which  the  spring  flowers  are  over  and  the 
summer  flowers  have  not  yet  come  in.  They  last 
a very  long  time  when  cut.

Narcissi,  Daffodils 
and  Jonquils 

Daffodils  and  Jonquils,  may  be  grown  in  garden  beds,  in 
herbaceous  borders  or  “naturalized,”  that  is,  grown  as  if  wild. 
The  early  sorts  commence  blooming  in  March,  and  succession 
of  bloom  may  be  enjoyed  well  into  May. 

Narcissi  and  Daffodils  thrive  in  all  ordinary  soils.  The 
bulbs  should  be  planted  as  early  as  convenient  between 
September  and  December  1st.  The  depth  to  plant  varies 
according  to  the  size  of  the  bulbs — a covering  of  2 to  3 inches 
of  soil  is  about  the  average;  a good  rule  is  to  cover  the  bulb 
once  and  a half  its  own  depth.  The  distance  apart  should  be 
3 to  6 inches,  according  to  the  size  of  the  variety. 

Narcissi  and  Daffodils  are  also  valuable  for  Winter  flowering 
in  the  house,  being  grown  in  pots,  pans  and  flats  of  soil  or 
in  bowls  of  fiber.  The  bulbs  should  be  potted  as  early  as 
possible  then  placed  in  a cool,  airy  cellar  and  covered  with 
leafmold  soil  or  similar  material.  Water  occasionally,  for 
the  soil  must  not  dry  out  after  the  roots  have  started.  The 
potted  bulbs  of  most  Narcissi  should  remain  in  the  plunge 
for  not  less  than  twelve  weeks,  though  sorts  marked  A and 
B may  be  well  rooted  in  ten  weeks;  Paperwhite  Narcissi 
in  five  to  six  weeks.  By  bringing  into  the  house  a few  pots 
at  intervals  of  ten  days,  a succession  of  bloom  may  be 
enjoyed  throughout  the  winter.  The  letters  following  the 
varieties  indicate  the  relative  time  of  flowering.  Varieties 
prefixed  by  an  asterisk  (*)  are  best  for  forcing.

If  potted  about  October 
first  and  brought  into  the  light  about  the  middle 
of  November  they  will  be  in  full  bloom  by  Christ- 
mas.

When  Spring  comes  and  the  sun’s  rays  become  warm  again  this  heavy  root  growth  can  support  top  growth  and  lots  of  it;  The  grass  blades  start 
to  grow  in  late  March  and  continue  to  grow  throughout  even  the  hottest  weather  providing  the  lawn  is  watered  freely.  .Most  of  us  sow  our  lawn  grass  seed  in  the 
Spring  because  we  feel  more  in  the  mood,  and  are  gardening  anyway,  but  our  lawns  would  be  far  better  if  we  followed  Nature’s  plan.  The  best  lawn  grass  mix- 
tures are  made  up  of  those  natural  grasses  which  are  most  suited  for  the  particular  purpose.  Four  quarts  of  lawn  grass  seed  will  sowr  1000  square  feet,  five  bushels 
one  acre.

It  is  difficult  to  get  grass  to  grow  well 
in  heavy  shade  and  especially  under  trees.  This  is  because  the  trees  use  up 
nearly  all  the  food  and  moisture  in  the  soil.  To  meet  these  conditions,  we  have 
made  this  mixture,  using  dwarf  perennial  grasses  which  thrive  best  in  the  shade. 
To  have  a lawn  succeed  under  large  trees  it  is  necessary  to  scatter  lawn  fer- 
tilizer at  least  four  times  during  the  season  and  to  water  very  freely.
